Washington, July 1. — King Alco-

Events \of the day indicated that 
in many sections legality of the war 
time prohibition will be contested.

Bolsbavlsm hat not taken a great 
grip on the peasantry. Slovakia is 
largely an agricultural district and we 
know farmers are always the most 
conservative element. In the few In- 
dustrial communities In the more 
mountainous north and east a certain 
amount unrest has developed. In 
Kansav, far c:istwiird, the large mills 
are not working and the food situation 
is very bad, as it is in most of the In- 
dustrial districts. Here the workmen 
hold meetings and growl hi bohdievik 
tone. Naturally Eassav is rather near 
the Hungarian border. So that bol- 
shevlsm there would be natural. In 
the other Industrial districts the work- 
men seem to have taken out their 
dass-conscifusness in making big de- 
mands upon their employers. Not un- 
asnal was it for workmen to ooma to 
their employers and demand that they 
reoaive a percoitage of all prolUa ac> 
eraed since the war's txigtiiiiftiy, yfith 
all this discontent the food aitottlpae 
Is very much involved. The moontals^ 
0U9, which happen to be the industrial, 
districts ore mostly very short of food 
and clotties. Many factories where 
leather and other products of the land 
are used f uni t ion part time, but the 
men have not enorugb to keep them- 
selves and their families In food. In 
some localities there are iiot aven 
endogh potatoes. Henca. as in some 
diatrlcta of Bohemia, tha trend fil to- 
ward bolsibeviun. 

Generally f-pealdng, Slovakia would 
not be the first province to go up in 
anarchic flames. For the time being 
the bolshevik overturn In Hnngerla 
baa had indeed a rather quieting 
fect on Slovakia. The wealthy or 
well to do who wva moat attached 
to their old fatherland now do not 
laUah tha Idea of returning ta a Bxof 
f)Uf wUdk win taka a^ thair piaparty.
